In addition to his appointment as Associate MNC for Orphans in Europe, Jeremy 
Maiden has just accepted the appointment for Associate MH*C for Europe, filling 
the vacanc3?" caused first by Michel Feron dropping out of the hobby and then 
Steve Doubleday apparently resigning. After a delay of over a year we should 
shortly see more European MNs. 

There is still the as yet never filled position of Special Projects Associate, 
minimally to serve as Executive Officer to the Recategorization Committee, plus 
other projects that are presently dormant.

I have been advised by letter that SF EXPO *76 has been postponed and is to be 
rescheduled for Nov 25-28 or Dec 27-31 . I apologize for any inconvenience my 
distributing the flyers may have caused; however I will continue to distribute 
flyers that I receive in sufficient number, and I will continue to plug efforts 
in the hobby and conventions, at least until I have reason to believe that a 
particular effort or event is shady. 

In that light I am pleased to note that APA-Slobbovia has changed management - 
the new Archivist is Ray Heuer. I must caution publishers against subscribing 
or playing until after you have been explicitly advised of your obligations by 
the Archivist, or come to a satisfactory agreement or understanding, or the 
present policy of fining publisher non-members is abandoned. 

The IDA-DVC Joint Conference ..Committee has finally met, and several proposals 
have been agreed to and are "Being sent up to IDA for approval. The key point 
is a proposed amendment to the IDA Constitution on variants which would recog- 
nize DVC as a self-governing agency with advisory status in IDA and which would 
establish an elected IDA Variants Secretary with seat on IDA Council and DVC . 
Other points agreed to (subject to IDA approval) included points on variant 
banks, variant orphans, the numbers subsidies, awards for variants, and the 
status of DVC upon federation. I expect that DVC will simply vote to accept 
the JCC report, as most of this is ancient business in DVC; in IDA I suspect 
each point will have to be voted on separately, and there is a very real danger 
that the settlement will be dismembered, or pigeon-holed altogether. 

I intend to be at the following wargaming conventions this summer: July 10-1 1 , 
MIT-SGS SummerCon, Cambridge Mass.; July 23-25, Origins II, Baltimore Maryland; 
August 28-29, NY MWGA MetroCon, HYC NY. I will be running the Diplomacy Tourney 
at MetroCon.

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To the Editor, DIPLOMACY WORLD

I am today in receipt of your Vol. 3, No. 1, in which your Variants Editor, 
Lewis Pulsipher, called at length and in detail for support of the "World 
Variant Bank", an institution which, in the words of its founding Director, 
Walter Luc Haas, "is a strictly personal thing, which may work or not, may 
go on or not, may cooperate or not - only depending on Dave and my private, 
personal intentions, wishes, efforts etc." (letter, WLH, 20 February 1976) 
This official advocasy in the official hobby Journal of "a strictly personal" 
effort acting under color of a hobby-wide agency is a betrayal of the trust 
enjoyed by your journal, though such trusts are apparently rejected by the 
"World Variant Bank". I would suggest that there is grounds for a public 
investigation of this "strictly personal" effort for conducting business 
under false pretences and violation of public trust; for myself, I wish to 
give public notice that the "World Variant Bank" is expressly denied permis- 
sion to reprint variants of my design as variant bank reprint permission for 
such is controlled by the only Variant Bank which recognizes a public trust 
or obligation, that run by Will Haven. (4 Victoria St, Chorley Lanes PR7 2TX 
UNITED KINGDOM) , and urge all other designers to do likewise. 



(The above letter was not sent on the date written; on the advice of Scott 
Rosenberg I called up Walter Buchanan instead and obtained a promise that he 
would look into the matter. It was sent when Pulsipher published Haas' con- 
tention (with Verhandeln 8) that my charge of monopolistic or exclusionary 
policies by the "World Variant Bank" -.was; cover for a power grab; I have re- 
ceived no response since then from Buchanan, Leeder, or Rosenberg, except an 
apology from Rosenberg on forgetting to publish the letter.) 
It is now well over a year since Haa3 began hi3 exclusion of any British 
Variant Bank from his personal bank federation - I will not go into all the 
details. At an early point in this controversy Haas refused to even sell 
copies of variants to Will Haven, and he may be continuing in that stance to 
this day. Haas and Pulsipher have both urged that people hand over reprinting 
rights to the "World Variant Bank" in exclusion of any other bank, and Haas 
will then deny any and all rights to other banks, now including the North 
American Variant- Bank whose Director, Dave Kadlecek, has been deposed as a 
Director of "World Variant Bank" by Haas. Of course, these policies of Haas, 
which are obviously monopolistic and exclusionary to the point of approaching 
being criminal, are only temporary until he completes his stock and his bank 
has a copy of all variants (or perhaps merely almost all variants). 
Now, in spite of his protests about people publishing false information about 
his likelihood of dropping out without checking the facts with him first, 
Haas has published false information about the status of certain actions in 
DVC without checking first with either myself or Ray Heuer who has taken over 
as Secretary; while I can find no fault on .Patterson's distributing a letter 
explaining his reasons, however incorrect, for leaving DVC, if Haas had asked 
for an explanation he would have received one, just as one was given in PHOE- 
NIX and to Maiden - Patterson is simply all wet on his evaluation of DVC's 
procedures, as Haas is on his evaluation on the viability of DVC itself. On 
the poll in question 8 of 1 1 members voted (3 missed altogether): 6 felt that 
DVC should exercise authority over projects founded by or delegated to DVC, 
while one demurred on projects given or taken away and one on the effect this 
would have if IDA asserted similar authority over DVC; 6 felt that DVC should 
consider policy or advisory questions, one abstained and one felt the question 
should be split; all 8 felt that DVC should discuss areas of controversy or 
of default by variant officers and projects: 6 felt DVC should exchange infor- 
mation to coordinate projects, one abstained and one insisted that this be 
voluntary. In sum, a pretty unanimous decision to continue and move forward.

Rule Changes 

Insufficient players : 8 players and a GM is a large number, so in the event 
that there are fewer than 8 players at the beginning of the game, certain 
mergers will have to take place; in each case, units of different powers 
played by the same player do dislodge each other, unless the rules specifical- 
ly provide otherwise - however, for victory purposes, units of different 
powers played by the same player are one force. 

With only 7 players, the Lord of the Ring (or if there is none, the last per- 
son to have been Lord of the Ring) plays Harad-Rhun. 

With only 6, the above, and Rohan plays Gondor (until the Ranger takes over). 

With only 5, the above, and Rohan also plays the North. 

With only 4, the above, and the Ranger plays the Elven Lords. 

In all cases a GM is needed, and he plays the Ents. 

The Balrog (for all future games): On each movement turn while the Balrog 
exists, Saruman may activate it. If the Balrog is not active, it has no effect 
that move at all. If the Balrog is active and any Elven Lords pieces or the 
Nazgul piece is in Moria, the Balrog mutually annihilates with those pieces 
(Gandalf, of course, is resurrected; and leaves the game; otherwise the Balrog 
annihilates any and all other units and pieces in Moria, without regard to 
alignment or nationality, and, after retreats, deactivates, in the process 
restoring Moria to Saruman. 

Clarification: Fleets ashore are not dislodged by armies but captured; fleets 
ashore are dislodged by fleets . 

Ruling Inherited from Downfall I : Pieces supporting a unit move with that unit 
(on land) whether or not they started in the same space, unless stood-off. 
That is, pieces support by being there - armies and fleets support as normal.

he-g. Diadochi V/Triumvirate/lmperator (Dick Vedder,. Quo Vadis #57-8). One map, 
one game system, 3 scenarios, very well done. Standard Vedder map, double, 
triple (Rome), and special home centers, loans, limitation on building more 
than 2 fleets at a time, bridges across certain straits, special political and 
purge rules for the last 2 scenarios, and Barbarian and Persian rules. 

hh. Home Sweet Home (John Gross, Arrakis #39)- During the first two game years, 
additional home centers can be obtained. The first player to occupy a neutral 
center on a fall turn the first two year 3 gains it as a home center. Original 
home centers are transferred the first two years if occupied and supported in 
place by at least one unit more than would otherwise be needed for at least one 
season. Amusing. 

Diplomatic (Martin Janta-Polczynski, Bushwacker Vol V #6). A player does not 
own (for purpose of builds, victory condiction, or recognition) a supply center 
he has occupied for as long as a majority of the players owning a majority of 
the supply centers (double majorities) send in non-recognition orders each 
winter. The effects on the former owner of the supply center were not specified, 

Norman Europe (Gerald Drews, supplement to Paroxysm #28). An interesting 7- 
player historical variant which still needs some work. The powers are arranged 
intriguingly with the Normans split between England and southern Italy and the 
buffer zones between powers laden with centers. There is one triple-coasted 
province unnoticed in the rules and several unmentioned double-coasted ones. 
I am completely mystified by some of the decisions as to which provinces are 
supply centers, but I suspect it has to do with considerations of play rather 
than history. 

Balkan Wars (David Schwartz, Asmodeus? #2). A 7 -player farce among the mini- 
powers who really gave us WW I, not quite ready for player as it lacks rules 
regarding landlocked powers, the obvious canals and straits, &c . There are 19 
land provinces and 1 9 of them are 6upply centers : victory condition is to con- 
trol 7 of them for two successive turns, (available from David Schwartz, 569 
South Rnrin/r-PieTd Ave. Snrin^f ielrt NJ 07081 ) 



Leraurian (S Gunnell, Tau Ceti #9). An economic variant with armies, heroes', 
and magicians; this is not a magic variant - magicians seem to be heroes of 
a type who don't allow other magicians in the same space. Two of the players 
cannot communicate with each other prior to intial builds, one of whom may 
not magicians, and the other may not hire heroes, while the remaining two 
players players are limited to 4 magicians each at a time. There are three 
different types of supply centers with differing income, and properties - one, 
the native centers , are hostile to magicians and if left alone build double 
armies to resist the players. Perhaps playable. ( Tau Ceti is available from 
L A Dunning, 46 Holmesdale Rd, West Midland 6056 W AUSTRALIA) 

Cannibalism (Jeremy Maiden, He's Dead t Jim? Vol 3 #15). A group of people are 
stranded on a desert island which can support one person (advanced version - 
one couple, male-female) and so during the game they kill and eat each other 
until only the winner (winning couple; is left. Three moves out of six are at 
night, and therefore secret, and there are rules governing a secret knife and 
secret caves, sleep, combat, food value, and division of spoils. It should be 
highly amusing, especially as stabs are rather final. 

Ideology (Jeremy Maiden, He's Dead, Jim! Vol 3 #17). A political variants al- 
legedly based on Parlement, distantly resembling Greg Costikyan's unpublished 
Tammany Hall. Of course part of the rules (captives) is confused, but basically 
each player buys popular support in various spaces in an attempt to gain -J" of 
the population, at which point he can attempt a successful coup; the owner of 
a space can arrest opposition, and can defeat a coup if he has sufficient men. 
Actual ownership of a space yields revenue, so you can train additional men 
and send them out to subvert a neighboring territory or defend your own. Sup- 
port is an option; popular support is secret. Movement of Leaders is public; 
of Agents and Spies secret - since Spies cost less, can do anything an Agent 
can, and can in addition determine the number of men in a faction in a space, 
I suspect more Spies will be trained than Agents - especially since the only 
advantage an Agent has (of not immediately disappearing after .a revolution) 
is lost if the Agent is captured or arrested. 

Deluge (Timothy Sharrock, He's Dead, Jim! Vol 3 #17). As Europe sinks slowly 
into the sea, province by. province, the population (and hance supply centers?) 
move inland). The schedules seem a little strange or perhaps incomplete, as 
the game does not seem to match its. -.description.. Why do we need another board- 
changing variant? 

Tunnel (Jeremy Maiden, He's Dead, Jin! Vol 3 #17). An economic variant, where 
money has to be moved to the supported unit; money can also be used to build 
and maintain shafts and tunnels, through which money and armies may be moved, 
the latter at double speed. Shows prospects of being highly amusing. 

Courier (Jeremy Maiden, He's Dead, Jim! Vol 3 #18). An extraordinary variant, 
even if he doesn't like it himself - perhaps I' r ve seen, or thought of, some- 
thing similar. Instead of an ordinary build, 4 couriers with double-speed but 
no combat value may be built;' Each player has a leader who has no combat value 
but may give orders to couriers and units in the same space, or adjacent to 
him, and couriers and units may relay orders and messages to other leaders. 
Couriers and messages (and perhaps leaders?) may be captured. A player only 
knows what happens in his leader's immediate vicinity, or what information 
gets back to him. 

Cities in Flight II (Jeremy Maiden, He's Dead, Jim! Vol 3 #18). A monstrosity. 
Perhaps playable? I suspect a game would go on forever except that every space 
for planet) on which the okies land will become depleted pretty rapidly, and 
(unless there is a conversion rate between raw materials and currency that is 
missing) without any benefit, so that without the constant introduction of new 
planets, the game will mercifully run' down. Perhaps with a lot of work, a oemi- 
decent space wargame might be developed along these lines, but not this one.

This year just under 50 people voted (one tried to vote twice!); while this 
is a slight improvement over last year, it ia disappointing that more people 
didn*t vote, so we will try to do even better next year.; On the other hand, 
the nomination process seems to be improving as no write-in received the 3- 
vote minimum for listing in the published tally..' / 

I should like to point out that several people have accepted Awards with 
pride, for themselves or close friends (or former friends), and there have 
been various persons who have actively campaigned to get Awards (not. always 
successfully) and others who have voted for themselves without actively cam- 
paigning, so that the situation is not as bad or in any way as vicious as 
some of the opposition have attempted to paint. Why the IDA Council even 
declined to instruct its' Judicial Committee to investigate us!. 

I wish to note four categories of opposition to the Awards this year, if 
only so that all of you can learn the kind of nonsense I have to put , up with: 

I cannot fault those who have decided that they wish to stear their ziries 
or groups clear of this controversy. There is, however, one newcomer -to ; the 
hobby who apparently believes he owns the hobby who has called for -a publish- 
er boycott, published (or fabricated) anonymous personal attacks,, and, while 
attacking the awards, declined to publish any response on the grounds , that :

Then there are the vendors of allegiance, who offer or threaten to/change 
their position if certain changes are made or not. There was one who .tempo- 
rarily muted his public opposition when I accepted the better half of his 
suggestions on renaming several of the awards,, only to resume^ it when I de- 
clined to act upon the lesser half of his suggestions. Then-there is one . 
"supporter" of the awards who is withdrawing hi3 support since"! did not. com- 
ply with his demand that I revoke those changes ju3t referred to. 

There are still people who believe the ridiculous rumor that Margaret Gemig- 
nani opposes these Awards or is somehow insulted by them, and have therefore 
acted in or voiced partial opposition to the name! If one choose? to believe 
a falsehood, then no facts will interfere with that belief. As already noted, 
with next year's ballot we will have a name contest to see if any better name 
can be found, but if none can be, we will retain the present one. 

Finally, there i3 one representative individual who has changed his mind so 
many times that I am beginning to suspect that he has no mind at all.
